Puppies snatched 
from back garden 

FOUR puppies were snatched by thieves 
from a back garden in Cradley Heath. 

The seven-week-old cocker spaniels, 
worth around £750 each, were taken from 
a pen in Maypole Fields, while the owners 
were out of the house. Raiders made off 
with the quartet of pups - two black, one 
chocolate and one golden in colour. 

Jewellery and electrical equipment were 
also stolen during the raid. 

The puppies are micro-chipped and 
police have appealed for anyone who is 
offered a cocker spaniel for sale to get in 
touch with them.

MAJOR improvements will 
be made at a busy junction in 
Halesowen to tackle conges¬ 
tion and improve safety for 
pedestrians. 

A six-month scheme will overhaul 
the junction at Dudley Road and 
Coombs Road in Halesowen, with 
work to get under way in January. 

A pedestrian crossing will be added while the 
layout of the junction will be altered make it 
easier for traffic to get onto Dudley Road. 

Highways bosses have been trying to find 
a solution to the problems faced at the junc¬ 
tion. Drivers are regularly stuck in delays on 
Coombs Road during rush hour as traffic head¬ 
ing for the M5 backs up from Manor Way. 

Nearly 7,000 people work on the Coombs 
Wood Business Park and vehicles leaving the 
site only adds to the delays. 

And with around 300 homes set to be built 
in the area over next five years, bosses want 
to act now. 

Chiefs were also keen to improve safety for 
pedestrians at the junction, which is close to 
both Halesowen College and Earls High School. 

Currently, schoolchildren and college stu¬ 
dents have to wait for traffic to stop at the traf¬ 
fic lights before crossing the road but there is 
no designated pedestrian crossing. 

Almost £3 million has been awarded to Dud¬ 
ley Council from the Black Country Execu¬ 
tive Committee’s Local Growth Fund for the 
scheme. 

Updated 

Dudley Council’s highways boss Hilary Bills 
said: “Halesowen College, Earls High School 
and a lot of other schools are near there so 
there are a lot of young people who cross there. 
There is also a of new housing in the area. 

“At the moment they have to look at the 
lights, the same as the drivers. 

“It really hasn’t been updated to make sure 
it is suitable for pedestrians and that is what is 
going to happen.” 

It is the latest highways improvement scheme 
for the borough following major changes near 
the Merry Hill shopping centre. That scheme 
has seen traffic lights upgraded on the main 
A4036 to ease congestion. 

The project is expected to last until the sum¬ 
mer and is likely to cause delays. Councillor 
Bills said the majority of the work would be 
carried out outside of peak times. 

Meanwhile, a road in Halesowen will be tem¬ 
porarily closed for 11 days while gas work is 
carried out. 

Lydate Road will shut from the junction with 
Bourne Avenue from October 17 to 28. 

The 30-metre closure will enable Balfour 
Beatty to carry out essential gas main replace¬ 
ment work. Diversions will be along Bourne 
Avenue, Frankley Avenue, Howley Grange 
Road and vice-versa. 


SIR BOBBY UNVEILS TRIBUTE TO HIS OLD PAL

SIR Bobby Charlton unveiled a plaque in the 
Black Country honouring the ‘genius’ of his 
close friend, Manchester United and England 
footballer Duncan Edwards. 

The footballing great gave no speech - he 
left that to the local dignitaries - but he was 
clearly moved by the occasion, the latest in a 
series of tributes to the town’s talented young 
player whose career was cut short by tragedy 
in 1958. During an hour-long reception af¬ 
terwards, Sir Bobby reminisced with the Ed¬ 
wards’ family about the player’s generosity 
- and his Black Country accent. 


He delighted those who waited in the rain 
for him to re-emerge by signing autograph 
books, programmes and even a girl’s jacket. 

At a gala evening later on Saturday, Sir 
Alex Ferguson sent a video message honour¬ 
ing the revered No 6 who died as a result of 
his injuries in the Munich air disaster of 1958, 
which killed 23 including eight members of 
the famous ‘Busby Babes’ United team. 

Twelve members of the player’s family 
were guests of honour at the unveiling, on 
what would have been Edwards’ 80th birth¬ 
day. 


The plaque has been erected in Priory Park 
where the young Edwards honed his skills 
during kickabouts with pals. Other memo¬ 
rials include a statue in the town centre, a 
major road named after the player and and a 
stained glass window in nearby St Francis’s 
Church. The ceremony took place in pouring 
rain but still many waited for more than three 
hours to make sure they had a good view. 

Sir Bobby, 78, stepped in after Dudley-born 
Sam Allardyce pulled out after losing his job 
as England manager last Tuesday.

Metro extension 
to begin next year 

LONG-AWAITED plans for a Midland 
Metro extension line in the Black Coun¬ 
try finally look set to go ahead - with 
council chiefs saying work will start 
next year. 

Sarah Norman, chief executive of 
Dudley Council, said on social media 
that the project - a tram line between 
Wednesbury and Brierley Hill - will start 
next year.

Doorstep robber cut OAP with knife 


A PENSIONER was held at knifepoint and cut on 
the face during a ‘terrifying’ robbery at his home 
in Netherton. 

A man knocked on the 70-year-old’s door in St 
Peter’s Road and pleaded for cash to take his dog 
to the vets but when the sob story failed the thug 
pulled out a knife and pushed it under the man’s 
chin. 

He suffered a two-inch cut, that required hospi¬ 
tal treatment, as he was shoved backwards into the 
hallway and threatened. 

The thief went on to steal a wallet containing 
£115 in notes and £8 in loose change from the pen¬ 
sioner’s kitchen. 



THE Mary Stevens Hospice in 
Stoubridge has been given the 
go-ahead for a £3 million rede¬ 
velopment, which will include a 
revamp of the day services unit, 
enabling more patients to be 
cared for. 

The Mary Stevens Hospice will now 
proceed with the largest fundraising 
campaign in its history. 

Hospice fundraisers are now tasked with 
raising £2 million of the £3 million required 
to completely refurbish the day services 
unit, with a view to start the project in 
spring 2017. 

Since the day services unit opened in 
1991, the Mary Stevens Hospice has aimed 
to provide respite and treatment to people 
and families living with progressive, incur¬ 
able life-shortening illnesses in the Dudley 
borough, 9am-5pm from Monday-Friday. 

The day unit is currently running at 100 
per cent capacity, meaning they are unable 
to care for any more patients than they do 
currently, which has prompted the ambi¬ 
tious plan for a purpose-built building. 

Family 

Included will be new treatment and con¬ 
sulting rooms, state-of-the-art equipment, 
improved child bereavement and consul¬ 
tation facilities, improved education and 
training facilities and a fully-equipped 
overnight family apartment. 

That will offer families the opportunity 
to stay at the hospice during a critical time. 
It will also allow the team at the hospice to 
perform urgent and vital procedures which 
would previously have had to be done in 
hospital, such as blood transfusions. 

This development is the biggest project 
undertaken at the hospice since it opened 
in 1991 and follows on from the success of 
a £1 million upgrade to the in-patient unit 
in 2014. 

Charlotte Schofield, head of fundraising 
and lottery at Mary Stevens Hospice, said: 
“This is the news we’ve been waiting for. 
To raise an additional £2 million on top of 
our £2.8 million running costs is going to 
require a huge effort from our fundraisers, 
volunteers, supporters and everyone in our 
local community, but if there’s a group of 
people that can do it, it’s this hospice fam¬ 
ily.”

CID, said: “Thankfully the injury sustained by the 


victim was not serious but it was a terrifying or¬ 
deal for the victim, who has been left shaken by 
what happened. 

“I would appeal to anyone who was in or around 
the area on the evening of Wednesday, September 
28, and who saw anything suspicious. 

“I am also eager for anyone who thinks they 
know the identity of the suspect to come forward.” 

Police are following up numerous lines of en¬ 
quiries, including forensics, speaking to witnesses 
and a CCTV trawl of the area.

Sculptor back to school for project

A BLACK Country artist has un¬ 
veiled a new sculpture at the col¬ 
lege where he first began develop¬ 
ing his skills. 

Luke Perry is renowned for cre¬ 
ating works which symbolise the 
Black Country’s industrial his¬ 
tory, but now he has unveiled an 
artwork which represents his time 
at King Edward VI College, Stour¬ 
bridge. 

His dragon sculpture, which is 
wrapped around a metal signpost, 
was unveiled to students and staff. 


The 33-year-old who has a work¬ 
shop in Cradley Heath was invited 
to create the unique sculpture with 
some of the college’s current art 
students. 

Luke and the students have been 
working since June to design and 
build it. 

Luke said “The fact that we only 
began in June and it was installed 
at the beginning of this month 
meant it was quite an intense 
schedule. But we were given a lot 
of freedom by the college and, with 


a certain amount of guidance from 
myself, we were able to create the 
vision of the students. 

“The location of the piece is in 
a place that is a particular sun 
trap and where the students go for 
some space, so the sculpture marks 
that. The idea is that its a moral 
compass. The signpost at the top, 
rather than being quite obvious 
in pointing students in the right 
direction, in fact includes quite 
enigmatic quotes from films and 
literature, chosen by the students.” 


Customers 
launching a 
campaign to 
save store 

MORE than 100 people have signed a 
petition calling for the Sainsbury’s in 
Merry Hill to be saved. 

The petition was launched in the wake 
of company bosses announcing the su¬ 
permarket at the huge shopping centre 
would close on December 30. In total 121 
people had signed the petition by Sun¬ 
day afternoon. 

The supermarket giant has been trad¬ 
ing at the centre for almost 17 years and 
closure will put at risk 193 jobs. 

Bosses say that the store was ‘un¬ 
derperforming’ despite being a fixture 
at Merry Hill since opening in October 
1989. 

One shopper from Dudley, writing 
online, said: “I’ve grown up with Sains¬ 
bury’s being an important part of Merry 
Hill. Save it - for the customers and 
staff.” 

A Sainsbury’s spokesman said the 
company would ‘look to redeploy people, 
wherever possible’. 

“Like all retailers, we keep our estate 
under review to ensure our business is 
operating as efficiently and effectively as 
possible and to ensure we provide cus¬ 
tomers with the best possible service. 
We’re now conducting a consultation 
process with all affected colleagues who 
we will support through the difficult pe¬ 
riod ahead.” 

Caroline Crolley, Unite officer, crit¬ 
icised the company’s decision, saying: 
“I am absolutely astounded. There had 
been no indication that this was going to 
happen. We are going to be demanding a 
meeting with the company.” 

Pub will make 
way for 20 flats 

A PUB in Cradley Heath which has been 
blighted by anti-social behaviour is to be 
knocked down and replaced by 20 flats. 

The Timbertree, in Valley Road, will 
be bulldozed after plans for housing 
were given the go-ahead. 

A total of 17 one-bed and three two- 
bed apartments will be built on the site. 

The move has been welcomed by 
Councillor Anne Shackleton. She said: 
“I welcome the move 100 per cent, and 
from talking to people in the neighbour¬ 
hood, they do too. It has been one of our 
‘grot’ spots, an eyesore, for a considera¬ 
ble length of time. 

“I look forward to the development 
starting. It will improve the look of the 
area and will get rid of anti-social behav¬ 
iour”

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Metro line 
extension is 
authority's 
top priority 

MULTI-MILLION pound plans for a 
Midland Metro extension link from 
Wednesbury to Brierley Hill will start 
next year, according to a council chief. 

The scheme, which has been in the 
pipeline for nearly two decades, finally 
looks set to get off the ground after 
gaining Government backing. 

West Midlands Combined Authority 
bosses have said the Metro extension 
is set to be the first project completed 
as part of the region’s devolution deal. 

The extension would run for 
around seven miles from the existing 
line at Wednesbury via Great Bridge, 
Dudley Port, Dudley town centre, the 
Waterfront and Merry Hill, before ter¬ 
minating in Brierley Hill town centre. 

Dudley Council chief executive 
Sarah Norman tweeted: “Good pro¬ 
gress on Brierley Hill Metro reported 
at @WestMids_CA Board Meeting. 
Will start in 2017.” 

Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership board member Ninder 
Johal said: “If we’re going to con¬ 
tinue to attract inward investment 
then infrastructure is the number 
one priority. The formation of the 
West Midlands Combined Authority 
and the devolved funding it will bring 
will hopefully bring much improved 
infrastructure. The extension from 
Wednesbury to Brierley Hill is an ex¬ 
ample of that and also ties in with the 
extra investment into the Merry Hill 
shopping centre by Intu.” 

Dudley Council’s Conservative 
group leader Patrick Harley said: 
“If people can see the construction, 
preparation and clearing of sites for 
tracks as quickly as 12 months’ time it 
will give them confidence in the mer¬ 
its of the combined authority.” 

Man charged with 
killing his mother 

A BRIERLEY Hill man has appeared 
in court charged with killing his 
mother, who died in hospital nearly a 
month after he allegedly pushed her 
to the floor on Christmas Eve. 

Mark Jennens, aged 39, of Sor¬ 
rel Walk, Brierley Hill, is facing one 
count of manslaughter and appeared 
before magistrates in Walsall last 
Thursday. 

His mother, Hazel Jennens, died in 
hospital on January 20 after the inci¬ 
dent on December 24 last year. 

Jennens was bailed to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Thursday, October 27, for a plea and 
trial preparation hearing.

MORE details have been released of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury’s visit 
to Dudley this weekend, which will 
include a trip to the Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre. 

The Most Reverend Justin Welby 
will be at the centre on Sunday from 
2.30pm. He will arrive at the entrance 
next to Argos and, along with local 
church leaders and members, will 
walk through the centre owned by 
Intu, stopping to talk to shoppers and 
workers. 

The Archbishop will move through 
the mall to the atrium outside Marks 


and Spencer, where he will lead a 
‘songs of praise’ style service and 
gives a talk. The event will conclude 
with popular hymn, Amazing Grace. 

Pray 

Bishop of Dudley, The Rt Rev Gra¬ 
ham Usher, said: “I am delighted that 
the Archbishop of Canterbury will 
be visiting Intu Merry Hill shopping 
centre during his time in Dudley and 
Worcestershire. 

“Intu Merry Hill is a major gather¬ 
ing place and contributes significantly 
to the local economy. Archbishop Jus¬ 


tin will be asking shoppers and staff 
if he can pray with them and he will 
be sharing how the Christian faith in¬ 
spires him daily.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury is 
the most senior bishop in the Church 
of England, and Eton and Cambridge 
University-educated Mr Welby is the 
105th. 

He had worked in the oil industry 
before his ordination and served as 
a rector in Warwickshire, as Dean of 
Liverpool and then Bishop of Durham 
before becoming Archbishop of Can¬ 
terbury in 2013. 


GP surgery to reopen 
after sudden closure 


A GP’s surgery in Halesowen which 
closed without notice due to a row 
over rent, is due to reopen again lat¬ 
er this month. 

Patients at the Coombs Wood Surgery 
were stunned when they turned up for 
appointments at the end of May, only to 
find it shut with a bailiffs note on the 
door. 

At a meeting of the Primary Care Commis¬ 
sioning Committee in the town on Friday, 
which was packed with patients looking for 
answers, it was announced that the practice is 
due to re-open with a provisional date set for 
Monday, October 17. 

The committee confirmed that the closure 
had come about due to a dispute over rent, but 
many attendees left unhappy that they were 
not given a better explanation at the meeting 
held at the Zion Christian Centre. 

Patient at the surgery for more than 30 
years, Pauline Riley said: “Closing like that is 
not something that the surgery would want to 
be famous, or infamous, for.” 

Ms Riley added: “It was not made clear to 
us that questions would have to be submitted 
to be answered at the meeting. And you could 
only submit them by email, which not everyone 
here has access to.” 

Resolved 

Member of the patient participation group, 
Jenny Woolford said: “We are very pleased that 
the situation has been resolved.” 

The surgery in Coombs Road, was taken over 
two years ago by Stourside Medical Practice, 
who also oversee Halesowen Health Centre and 
Tenlands Road Surgery. It has more than 1,000 
patients on its books. 

Also at the meeting was Rose Cooke, daugh¬ 
ter of landlord Dr Humphrey Akufo-tetteh, 
who originally opened the surgery in 1985 be¬ 
fore retiring three years ago. She said: “For 10 
months the rent was not paid. They were given 
warnings but they left us with no choice. It has 
only been resolved because the CCG (clinical 
commissioning group) will now be paying the 
rent directly to the landlord.” 

Announcing the reopening, chairman of the 
committee Steve Wellings said: “Dudley CCG 
Primary Care Commissioning Committee is 
delighted for the people of Halesowen, to fi¬ 
nally see the resolution to the private landlord 
dispute and to hear that a new lease has been 
signed for Coombs Wood Surgery.

Borough is worst in 
area for drug deaths 


FORTY people have died as a result of drug 
abuse in Dudley in the last three years - mak¬ 
ing it the worst borough in the Black Country 
for drug-related deaths. 

The NHS figures for 2013 to 2015 saw the bor¬ 
ough, which has a population of around 312,000, as 
the worst in the region for drug fatalities. 

Next worse was Walsall, where 31 died as a result of drug 


abuse. It was 26 in Wolver¬ 
hampton, 18 in Sandwell 
and five in neighbouring 
South Staffordshire. 

But despite the shock fig¬ 
ure, Kerry Trinder, Black 
Country Services Manager 
of charity ‘Change, Grow, 
Live’- who deal with drugs, 
alcohol and social care - 
said: “Substance misuse is 
not a widespread problem 
within the Dudley borough. 

“In 2014, there were 1,054 
Dudley residents in drug 
treatment. Our Change, 
Grow, Live (CGL) Atlantic 
Recovery Centre has had a 
huge impact on providing 
support and guidance to 
people to recover from drug 
addiction. 

Overdose 

“Since 2014, the number 
of service users using opi¬ 
ates has remained stable 
within the borough.” 

The Atlantic House Re¬ 
covery Centre has been run 
by CGL in Dudley since 
2011. It offers substance 
misuse services, combining 
recovery models and teach¬ 
ing an ethos of harm reduc¬ 
tion,which include medical

assistance and psychological 
support. Kerry Trinder told 
of how a change in law had 
helped tackle the problem of 
drug users who overdose. 

She explained: “One no¬ 
table advancement has been 
a change in law, which, in 
October 2015, allowed the 
widening of distribution 
of naloxone. This is a sub¬ 
stance which can be admin¬ 
istered if a person overdoses 
on opiates. It works by tem¬ 
porarily blocking the effects 
of the overdose. Our Dudley 
service has issued each per¬ 
son who accessed the service 
for opiate misuse, and was 
identified as being at high 
risk of dying from a drug 
overdose, with a naloxone 
kit. This means should they 
overdose, they can adminis¬ 
ter naloxone themselves.” 

Some 500 kits have been 
administered and five have 
been used to save a life this 
year. She added: “The key 
challenge for us is ensuring 
people know about the sup¬ 
port they can receive from 
us.”

Ellie Mullett, of Hale¬ 
sowen, who attended King 
Edward VI College in Stour¬ 
bridge, will be studying his¬ 
tory at Clare College. 

She is one of ten gifted 
students to have secured the 
cash from exam board OCR. 
She can use her money to 
pay for costs for living costs 
and tuition. The OCR bur¬ 
sary was set up to encourage 
more talented young people 
from the West Midlands to 
apply to Cambridge. 

Ellie, aged 18, said: “To 
have been given this bur¬ 
sary from OCR is an enor¬ 
mous privilege for which I 
am hugely grateful. It will 
mean that whilst at univer¬ 
sity, I can get involved with 
all the incredible opportu¬ 
nities which present them¬ 
selves.Out-of-term time 
instead of working I will be 
able to travel or gain valua¬ 
ble work experience.” 

David McKinnon-Bell, 
head of humanities, said: 
“Ellie is quite simply the 
most driven, fiercely deter¬ 
mined student that I have 
encountered in recent years 
at this college.” 


Children 
are at risk 
of being 
exploited 

ALMOST 100 children in 
the Dudley borough are at 
risk of being sexually ex¬ 
ploited, according to safe¬ 
guarding experts. 

The children, aged be¬ 
tween 11 and 17, have been 
identified in an investiga¬ 
tion that found a total of 
95 children deemed to be 
at risk of becoming victims 
of child sexual exploitation 
(CSE). 

Children’s services are 
working to try to make sure 
the vulnerable youngsters 
are protected. Of the total, 
16 were said to be at ‘seri¬ 
ous risk’ and another two at 
‘significant risk’. The vast 
majority of the children - 87 
- are girls. 

The Dudley Safeguard¬ 
ing Children Board said the 
number of children deemed 
to be at risk had increased 
over the second part of 
2015/16. It has also been re¬ 
vealed that of 700 reports of 
missing children, 220 were 
‘known young people at risk 
of CSE’. 

The under-fire children’s 
services department is put¬ 
ting together an action plan 
to try to tackle CSE in the 
borough. 

The department was 
slammed by Ofsted earlier 
this year, which rated it as 
‘inadequate’ in areas includ¬ 
ing ‘children who need help 
and protection’. 

Dudley Council has rolled 
out campaigns to raise 
awareness. Taxi drivers 
have been urged to report 
anything suspicious they 
encounter.

Day of nostalgia fitting tribute 
to 'most complete' footballer 


IT was a day of nostal¬ 
gia for a golden age of 
football - and inevitable 
comparisons with a tar¬ 
nished present era. 

Above all it was a day of 
pride in a Dudley, England 
and Manchester United hero 
whose sporting talent was 
nurtured in Priory Park. 

Crowds gathered on Satur¬ 
day to see a plaque unveiled to 
Duncan Edwards on what would 
have been his 80th birthday. 

Sir Bobby Charlton, who 
played alongside Edwards at 
both club and national level, per¬ 
formed the honours. Later for¬ 
mer Wolves and Albion players 
joined guests in a gala at Brier-

ley Hill Civic Hall where a video 
message from Sir Alex Ferguson 
was played. The former United 
boss said he had only seen Ed¬ 
wards play twice, both times in 
Scotland with the native Glas¬ 
wegian quipping: “Neither was a 
good experience for me.” 

He continued: “I can only go 
by what Sir Bobby Charlton says 
about him, that he was the great¬ 
est player he ever played with.” 

Edwards, described by man¬ 
ager Matt Busby as the ‘most 
complete footballer in Britain - 
possibly the world’, was marked 
out for greatness after winning 
consecutive titles with United 
but died of injuries he sustained 


in the Munich Air Disaster of 
1958 when a plane containing 
the United team slid off the run¬ 
way in snowy conditions. 

Aged just 21, Edwards had 
already played 177 games for 
Manchester United and become 
the youngest player, at 18, to be 
capped by England. 

Cousin Laurence Brownhill, 
73, said: “You always knew when 
Duncan was coming because 
you’d hear him kicking a tin can 
or an old brick. His mother used 
to tell him to stop ruining his 
shoes.” 

Sir Bobby paid tribute to his 
fellow Busby Babe in the gala 
dinner programme. He wrote: 
“To me, Duncan has always been 
the epitome of football.”

GREAT! Summer may now be over, and 
the nights starting to draw in, but who 
cares?

Time to be realistic

I would argue that, as 
most of us have finite 
amounts of money to fi¬ 
nance such recreational in¬ 
dulgences, then this would 
be relatively low in number. 
The individual, the fam¬ 
ily and society in general 
would all benefit as a result 
of equal legal availability of 
the drugs. 

I use neither alcohol nor 
cannabis, so have no per¬ 
sonal axe to grind, but am 
concerned for many in soci¬ 
ety that would benefit from 
such a move.

BALLET REVIEW

The Tempest 
Birmingham Hippodrome 

THE Birmingham Royal Ballet 
brought their Shakespeare 
season to an end with com¬ 
pany director David Bintley’s 
new full-length ballet based 
on the Bard’s final play. 

The production began with a spec¬ 
tacular shipwreck, which was apt be¬ 
cause I got that sinking feeling as soon 
as we were introduced to a jolly crew 
of hornpipe dancing sailors. They were 
thankfully cast overboard as monster 
waves, effectively suggested by giant 
billowing sheets, were summoned by 
the magician Prospero. 

After the drama of a storm at sea, we 
got to meet Shakespeare’s characters 
- the vengeful castaway Prospero and 
his innocent young daughter Miranda, 
their native slave Caliban, plus var¬ 
ious Italian nobles and retinue ship¬ 
wrecked on the island so Prospero can 
punish them for stealing his crown. 

Iain Mackay was a commanding 
presence as the wronged magician and 
former Duke of Milan, who takes re¬ 
venge on the King of Naples and his 
own brother Antonio, the usurper 
who took his dukedom. However, he 
seemed to do more glaring than danc¬ 
ing in this oddly gloomy production. 

Similarly, Jenna Roberts as Miranda 
was a wasted asset, particularly in the 
second act. But her act one closing pas 
de deux with Joseph Caley’s dependa¬ 
ble Ferdinand was a highlight. It was 
especially effective as it was accompa¬ 
nied by a romantic melody, as much of 
the score by Sally Beamish got the or¬ 
chestra to bash and clatter annoyingly. 

As Prospero’s slave Caliban, Tyrone 
Singleton danced the part with his 


usual vigour - going from an apish ma¬ 
levolence to noble savage - although 
his costume made him look like he 
had escaped from a Vic Reeves and 
Bob Mortimer sketch. 

Mild comedy came from Valentin 
Olovyannikov as the drunken butler 
and James Barton as the cowardly 
jester, teased by Mathias Dingman’s 
suitably quick and impish air spirit 
Ariel. 

For me the finest section was the 
masque conjured by Prospero in which 
old world gods and goddesses dance 


for Miranda and Ferdinand. Tzu-Chao 
Chou was a goatishly nimble Pan, 
Lachlan Monaghan a trident-toting 
dizzying spinning Neptune with Ce¬ 
line Gittens, Yvette Knight and Delia 
Mathews as an elegant trio of art-deco 
style toga-wearing goddesses. It re¬ 
minded me of Bintley’s delirious and 
delicious reworking of Sylvia, part of 
BRB’s repertoire. 

The Tempest continues at the Hip¬ 
podrome until Saturday. The BRB re¬ 
turn with festive family favourite The 
Nutcracker in November.

Free heroin injections for 
addicts is slammed bv MP 


A GOVERNMENT approved 
scheme where heroin ad¬ 
dicts can safely inject them¬ 
selves in so-called ‘shoot-up’ 
rooms free on the NHS has 
been criticised. 

The controversial treatment 
features in the Home Office’s 
Modern Crime Prevention Strate¬ 
gy which was signed off by Prime 
Minister Theresa May in March 
when she was Home Secretary. 

The idea behind the scheme is to 
give addicts a place that they can use 
the drug without the danger of it being 


cut with impure, possibly deadly sub¬ 
stances. 

But the method has been slammed 
by Dudley North Labour MP Ian Aus¬ 
tin who said: “Decent people who go 
to work and pay their taxes will be ap¬ 
palled to discover Theresa May wants 
to use taxpayers money to give drug 
addicts their fix. 

Prison 

“Instead of this crazy nonsense, she 
should reverse the cuts to the police 
so they can put drug dealers in prison 
and stop them causing this misery in 
the first place.” 

Backers of the scheme say that for a 


small cohort of entrenched, long-term 
opiate users who have not achieved 
recovery any other way, there is evi¬ 
dence that supervised heroin injection 
reduces crime. 

Trials took place in England dur¬ 
ing 2011 and a European-wide study 
was published in 2012 which reported 
positive results but said it would be 
expensive. 

A Department for Health spokes¬ 
man confirmed that the technique was 
used in Britain but in ‘very rare’ cases 
where all other treatment ‘had failed.’ 

He added that only specialists with 
a Home Office licence could oversee 
the injection of heroin.

Abandoned Longbridge's 
reminders of glory days 


THESE pictures show how 
a huge car factory has been 
frozen in time since more 
than 5,000 workers were 
made redundant. 

MG Rover collapsed in 2005, 
and now photos have emerged 
from inside its famous Longbridge 
plant in Birmingham more than a 
decade on. 

Personal items have been aban¬ 
doned in offices and there are still 
body shells of the Rover 75 on the pro¬ 
duction lines. 

A photographer, who goes by the 
name Dab Hand, said it was a ‘priv¬ 
ilege’ to see inside the factory which 
opened in 1905. 

The urban explorer said: “It was 
completely untouched. 

“To think thousands of people used 
to work there, and it’s like it’s been 
frozen in time. 

“There were still body shells of cars 
on the tracks, newspapers from 2009 
and personal things people had left in 
offices. 

“I thought everything had been

scrapped or sold off, but it had just 
been left. 

“It was quite sad but also a privilege 
to see, as Rover was a massive em¬ 
ployer in its day.” 

The images are a sharp contrast to 
the bustling pictures from the 1980s. 

In its heyday, the plant employed 
25,000 workers. 

There are now around 300 work¬ 
ers left in Longbridge, and in recent 
weeks Shanghai Automotive Industry 
Corporation - who bought out MG 
Rover - confirmed it was now stopping 
assembly and moving everything to 
China. 

With the stopping of assembly, 25 
factory staff will lose their jobs. 

They will be the last employees to 
have been employed to construct vehi¬ 
cles at the plant. 

The photographer added: “It was so 
quiet in there. 

“When a pigeon flew from the roof it 
echoed all around the building.”

Untidy borough worry as grass 
mowing service being reduced 


CASH-STRAPPED Dudley Council 
has slashed its budget on grass-cut¬ 
ting services by £50,000. 

The move has come in for criticism from coun¬ 
cillors who said the move would leave areas un¬ 
tidy. Council bosses say the authority is facing 
‘unprecedented times’ due to funding cuts from 
the Government. 

UKIP councillor Paul Brothwood, for Words- 
ley, said: “I think the green care team have had 
enough cuts. We can’t sustain this system any- 
moreor there will be trees growing out of traf¬ 


fic lights. It has to be recognised that there has 
been massive cuts from the Conservative Gov¬ 
ernment but there has been excess waste from 
Dudley Council which is not sustainable. 

Pressure 

The cuts to grass cutting services will mean 
grass in public spaces will be mowed less fre¬ 
quently. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for 
environmental services, said: “The council has 
procedures in place to manage and maintain 
green spaces across the borough. However, as 


we face unprecedented times with significantly 
reduced funding from national Government, this 
adds massive pressure onto our grounds main¬ 
tenance teams and has impacted on the level of 
maintenance we are able to carry out. 

“Therefore, in a number of areas, where it 
is appropriate, we have had to reduce levels of 
maintenance. This includes a £50,000 saving for 
2016/17 through a reduced grass cutting service. 

“I would stress that wherever possible we will 
work hard to try to make sure the majority of 
open spaces are maintained to an appropriate 
level.” 


Sunday market 
held on car park 

A NEW street market has been launched in 
Dudley with council leaders saying it will 
help revitalise the town centre. 

The Black Country Market and Car boot 
sale, backed by Dudley Council, will be held 
every Sunday on the Flood Street Car Park. 

The market was officially launched by 
council leaders on Sunday, October 2, and 
dozens of traders, shoppers and dignitaries 
from the town attended, though not invited 
guest Wolves skipper Danny Batth who was 
unable to attend due to club commitments. 

Economy boss Councillor Kurshid Ahmed 
said: “I am absolutely thrilled with the new 
market. I believe 25 traders attended on the 
weekend but I expect more to turn up next 
week. Give it four to six weeks, and hope¬ 
fully the market will be the central attrac¬ 
tion in Dudley.”

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£365k paid 

out to chief 
who left 
crime job 

A BOSS in the office of the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Commissioner received 
£365,000 as part of a pay-off after leaving her 
job, following the election of a new commis¬ 
sioner. 

Jacky Courtney, left her role as chief executive on 
April 30 last year as part of a shake-up following the 
election of David Jamieson. 


Mrs Courtney, who had 
served as chief executive 
to the old West Midlands 
Police Authority for seven 
years, received a £74,600 
‘loss of office’ payment as 
well as a £278,900 contribu¬ 
tion to her pension pot. 

Additionally, she was 
paid £11,500 in salary and 
fees for approximately one 
month’s work and received 
£500 worth of benefits, to 
total just over £365,000. 

The pension payment was 
made as part of the gen¬ 
erous Local Government 
Pension Scheme that means 
public sector employers 
must make all the contribu¬ 
tions that would have been 
paid into the pension fund 
up to the employee’s normal 
retirement date, even if they 
have to leave their job. 

Car 

As chief executive she was 
paid £109,300 and had an 
Audi company car. 

The PCC’s publicly avail¬ 
able accounts state Mrs 
Courtney ‘retired’ but it is 
understood that she was 
made redundant in a re¬ 
structure by Labour’s Mr 
Jamieson, who became com¬ 
missioner in 2014 following 
the death of Bob Jones, a 
former Wolverhampton 
councillor. 

Jonathan Jardine re¬ 
placed Mrs Courtney as 
chief executive on a salary 
of £79,200 and no company 
car. 

A West Midlands PCC 
spokesman said: “The of¬ 
fice the PCC inherited was 
from the bloated and un¬ 
accountable days of the po¬ 
lice authority, where some 
members of staff were paid 
very high salaries and every¬ 
one got first class travel. 

“But since the election of

the police and crime com¬ 
missioner in 2014, things 
have changed. 

“The office has been re¬ 
organised and we now work 
in a more streamlined, 
accountable and effective 
way, even though the com¬ 
missioner has more respon¬ 
sibilities than the old police 
authority. 

“Thanks to the changes 
we’ve already made, we are 
making savings of £300,000 
a year on those old police au¬ 
thority days. 

“The Office of the Police 
and Crime Commissioner is 
now a modern, representa¬ 
tive and effective workplace. 
The fat from the police 
authority days has been 
trimmed. 

“The core annual office 
budget is lower than the 
police authority peak, and 
makes up about 0.3 per cent 
of the police budget, one 
of the lowest shares in the 
country. 

“The office is transparent 
in how it works and details 
of our expenditure are pub¬ 
lished on our website.”

On the road 
like living 
in a bubble 



W e’re laughing before 
we even start. 

Ross Noble’s publicist passes 
the comedian the telephone after issuing me 
with strict instructions he should be off the 
phone at an appointed time so that he can be 
interviewed on radio. So when Ross picks up 
the phone, I make a joke of it. 

“Ross Noble, you only have so many 
minutes to tell us all about Brain Dump and 
answer 13 other questions. Start.” 

He laughs. And so do I. And then he starts 
to explain his tour, which started with warm-up 
shows at Telford’s Oakengates Theatre and is 
in Birmingham for two nights at the New Alex¬ 
andra Theatre on October 17 and 18. 

The title is classic Noble. It’s turning a 
negative into a positive through his surreal, 
stream-on-conscious, dyslexic brain. 

“Brain Dump does exactly what it say on 
the tin. Whatever is in my head, I’m dumping it 
out there. It came about after somebody left a 
review on Amazon for one of my DVDs. 

Massive 

“There were loads of really good reviews 
and then there was one negative from a 
person who obviously didn’t like my style. He 
would obviously have enjoyed a more linear 
style of comedy. He was incensed by my 
routine, which is fine, you know, not everyone’s 
brain works in the same way and with my stuff 
you need to have a certain mindset for it to 
appeal. 

“This person had basically expected some¬ 
thing different and taken exception when it 
wasn’t. I think they were hoping for a stream of 
well thought-out one-liners but that’s not what 
I do. 

“So they wrote on Amazon that the DVD was 
like a big, massive brain dump. And though 
they were trying to be critical, I thought it was 
quite good. What was intended as a put-down 
was taken as a compliment. So I decided to 
run with it.” 

Ross doesn’t have many ideas about what 
he’ll talk about. He’ll leave worrying about 
that until the night before the tour. “It’s all just 
busking it. I usually write stuff down after the 
show - rather than before - and some of it is 
quite good. 

“I write them down on a piece of paper, then 
I lose the paper, which I find a year later. And 
on the paper it will say something like ‘disco 
eggs’. And I think ‘what the hell is disco eggs’? 
That sets my mind going and I’ll come up with 


something completely unrelated to what the 
thing was in the first place. If you don’t get 
too locked down in the detail you can keep 
your mind open and spinning.” 

I ask Noble if he’s a good tourer, by 
which I mean: does he enjoy being on the 
road? And, in typical Noble-style, he takes 
it a completely different way, imagining I’m 
asking him whether he’s a caravan. 

“I remember the caravan club: ‘I always 
make sure my chemical toilet is adequately 
ventilated’.” And then he laughs at his own 
absurdity and answers the question about 
whether or not he likes being on the road. 

“When I’m at home, I have two small 
children so I’m a bit busy. But when I’m on 
tour it’s great. I can have a bit of a lie-in and 
do stuff instead. It’s hard, I miss my family, 
but at the same time there’s a lot more time 
on touring for staring out of windows and 
drifting into your own head. 

“People who are on the road live in a 
bubble. You become the child and don’t 
have to think for yourself. I am taken to a 
hotel and if it’s 2am and I want ice cream 
I say to someone: ‘can I have ice cream 
please?’ and they bring it. 

Horror 

“I’ve tried doing that with my wife when 
I’m back home. I ring her on my mobile if 
she’s downstairs and I’m in the bedroom. I 
ask her to bring me cheese and biscuits up 
to bed. And then I tell her not to swear at 
me.” And we both laugh. 

Time runs away quickly as Noble pre¬ 
pares for his killer radio interview, which, it 
has to be said, won’t be a patch on this. So 
we use the remaining time for a quick Q&A. 

He stars in horror movies as killer clowns, 
when he’s not on the road, and thoroughly 
enjoys it. “I love that stuff. We did a horror 
film last year which should be out next year 
or later this year. I’ve also written and am 
directing and starring in a one-off horror for 
Sky. That’s going to be out in Halloween 
week. Keep an eye out for that.” 

He’s also a regular on Have I Got News 
For you and famously sat alongside Paul 
Merton when the two of them were so rub¬ 
bish that they scored nil points. 

He laughs about it. “Before we went on, 

I said to Paul ‘let’s try and get zero points’. 
He wrote about it afterwards in his book. It 
was so hard to get no points because if you 
say anything vaguely near the truth they 
give you a point. It was good fun and Paul’s

brilliant. There’s not many people who are as funny as 
him and can also put an extra layer on it by getting it 
all wrong and mucking around.” 

Noble is dyslexic - a condition that has been more 
of a blessing than a curse. “It’s one of those things 
that means your brain works in a slightly different 
way. I find it a little bit tricky with the directing because 
there’s a lot of writing and stuff and scripts. 

“That’s quite hard. I find that hard. But yeah, if I 
hadn’t have had to find ways around dyslexia I proba¬ 
bly wouldn’t have ended up doing this. I’d say to any 
kids who are dyslexic, just find your way round it.” 

Noble had a farm after moving to Australia. It 
burned to the ground in a huge fire, leaving him with 
nothing. “It was a big fire. It wiped out the whole lot. 
The thing I remember is having to buy new pants. I lit¬ 
erally only had one pair because the rest had burned. 
It is an extreme way of buying new underwear. But 
that was that, I only had one pair.” 

He also loves motorbikes. “I do. I did a thing travel¬ 
ling around Devon for a week on a big adventure bike. 
We had nothing but rice pudding to eat. My friend and 
I slept rough by the side of the road and made a film 
about it. Hopefully we’ll put that online soon.” 

The clock’s ticking and there’s time for one last 
question. It’s about his fans and the type of relation¬ 
ship he enjoys with them. 

“In terms of the actual fans, I very rarely get any bad 
stuff. You hear all the horror stories from other people 
but it doesn’t bother me. Everyone’s cool. When I’m 
out and about in the daytime, people just come up 
and have a chat.

The 
woman next to me in the queue recognised me and 
leant me her pass.” Ah the joys. Life’s sweet when 
you’re Ross Noble. Happy Days.

Dave Beating drum for band return 


I t is what all fans of the band 
want to hear, Dave Wakeling 
and his latest companions 
are back marching to The 
Beat of their own drums. 

The boys, originally from Birmingham, are 
back out on tour as The English Beat and 
recently played Bilston’s Robin 2 supported by 
Walsall band The Assist. 

They have a new album out this month and 
another due next year and things are looking 
pretty good. We had a chat with frontman Dave 
Wakeling to discuss the renaissance. 

You’re returning to your local area, how 
do your shows compare here to in other 
places? 

It feel like it’s a homecoming. You always 
want to do your best shows there. It’s really 
about creating an atmosphere, people have 
known us for years, they sing along to the 
words and the aim is to connect with them and 
it makes it easier when a show has that com¬ 
fortable, hometown feel to it. 

When you started in 1979 your songs 
touched on themes of social, political and 
musical upheaval, is that still what drives 
your band? 

Pretty much yeah. I have a song on the new 
record that has a political element within it 
just like songs have before. We don’t behave 
very well as a species do we? We’ve spent 
more time trying to kill other people and their 
children than we have trying to raise our own. 
It’s a shame, when you’re a young person and 
you’re writing songs about political changes 
you’re hoping that everything will get better re¬ 
ally quickly, but then as you get older like most 



people you start to realise that this change 
takes a little bit longer and some of the stuff we 
were singing about when we started just con¬ 
tinue happening in front of people. The issues 
we covered when we started still affect millions 
of people today, and music can be seen as a 
call to arms when addressing these issues. 

Over almost 40 years of your career your 
line-up has changed a lot, you’ve all done 
your separate musical projects and now you 
are the last remaining original member of 
The Beat, how has that affected the band 
and it’s style? 


The Beat has always been changing, to me 
it doesn’t matter how big your songs get or 
how well known you become you’ve always 
got to make changes. Sometimes for the band 
it’s so much work alongside these changes 
but the last few months it’s been an absolute 
pleasure. 

Do you still keep in contact with any of 
the original members? 

Yeah we’ve spoken and met up lots of times 
since we’ve gone our separate ways. We sort 
of have to with interviews and uses of our mu¬ 
sic and albums so that sort of brings us back 
together talking. Our relationships with each 
other are all fairly smooth. 

Do you think you’ll ever join each other 
on stage again? 

I don’t know about everyone, some don’t set 
foot on stage anymore, but some - definitely 
yes. To us now in the band it’s just second 
nature to get on stage. 

What can we expect from your new live 
shows? Will there be new music? 

Yeah, there’ll probably be two or three new 
songs. You’ve got to be careful how many 
you do because it’s the first time some people 
have ever heard it and you can lose some 
people’s attention if it’s not a fan favourite. In 
England the first album seems to be the most 
popular so there will be songs from there for 
sure mixed in with the new songs. We’ve been 
getting great reactions from our latest shows, 
some people have been coming up to us and 
saying that our setlists have been the best 
from any of our tours. 

Finally, what’s next for the beat? 

Our brand new album Bounce comes out 
on September 30, then we’ll be bringing out a 
new album in February and then we’ll be com¬ 
ing to England in June to promote the album.

New play from 
War Horse author

A STORY about a hushed-up D-Day 
training disaster, created by the writ¬ 
er of War Horse, will be staged at Bir¬ 
mingham Rep from tonight (Thurs¬ 
day) until October 15. 

The play, 946: The Amazing Story 
of Adolphus Tips, has been adapted 
by Michael Morpurgo and Emma 
Rice from Morpurgo’s own book of 
the same name. 

The production enjoyed acclaimed 
reviews during a season at London’s 
The Globe and is now on the road 
for its first UK tour. It tells the lit¬

Rescue 

After being inundated with evacu¬ 
ees from London, village life is halted 
as American GIs arrive to prepare for 
the D-Day landings. Lily and her fam¬ 
ily are moved away from Slapton but 
Tips gets left behind. Lily sets out to 
rescue her cat accompanied by townie 


friend Barry and a black American GI 
Adolphus ‘Adi’ T Madison. 

It feels like it couldn’t get any 
worse for Lily and her family, but 
then the Germans ambush the train¬ 
ing fleet with disastrous results for 
the Allied troops. 

Morpurgo said: “There is no the¬ 
atre company that tells stories more 
imaginatively, more unexpectedly, 
than Kneehigh. 946 is based on his¬ 
torical events that took place in and 
around Slapton as the Americans 
trained for the landings in France. 

“I have witnessed first-hand the 
way Kneehigh weaves a tale and 
makes it live on stage for us. For my 
story to play a part in this is simply 
a joy.” 



Blood and 
tears show 

LEGENDARY Liverpool musical drama Blood 
Brothers is returning to Birmingham Hippodrome 
for a fortnight’s run with Lyn Paul in the iconic 
role of Mrs Johnstone, the mother of ill-fated twins 
in this much-loved tearjerker. 

Written by Willy Russell, Bill Kenwright’s pro¬ 
duction surpassed 10,000 performances in Lon¬ 
don’s West End over 24 years, one of only three 
musicals ever to achieve that milestone. 

The show tells the story of twin boys separated 
at birth, only to be reunited by a twist of fate and 
a mother’s secret.

There's a web of intrigue 
for Julien in new case 


T wo years ago, viewers were 
gripped by The Missing, which 
starred James Nesbitt as a 
distraught father desperately 
searching for his young son who 
disappeared during a holiday to 
France. 

The series ended on an ambiguous 
note - some viewers thought the 
mystery had been solved, others felt 
there were still some loose threads left 
dangling. However, the bad news for 
those in the latter camp is that this 
new series won’t be picking up where 
the last one left off. 

The good news is Tcheky Karyo 
is reprising his role as French 
detective Julien Baptiste to tackle a 
whole new case. And while the 
first run largely concentrated on 
parents dealing with the horror of not 
knowing what had happened to their 
child, this one takes a different 
approach. 

Writers Harry and Jack Williams say: 
“While we were writing the first series, 
we began talking about what the show 
would have been had Oliver Hughes 
been found. This story grew out of that 
discussion. 


“It’s the other side of the coin to 
series one - an exploration of loss, of 
freedom, of how the past can shape 
the present in myriad ways that we 
cannot fully understand. It’s bigger, 
more ambitious, and we’re delighted to 
have such a brilliantly talented cast 
joining Julien Baptiste for a new case.” 

That cast includes David Morrissey 
(The Walking Dead, Extant) and 
Keeley Hawes (Line of Duty, The 
Casual Vacancy, The Durrells) as Sam 
and Gemma Webster, whose 
daughter Alice went missing in 
Eckhausen, Germany, in 2003. 

By late 2014, Sam and Gemma are 
barely speaking to each other, and 
Alice’s brother Matthew (Jake Davies) 
has become violent and withdrawn. 

But then a young British woman is 
founding stumbling through the streets 
of Ekchausen, where she 
subsequently collapses - and is 
identified as Alice (Abigail 
Hardingham). 

In theory, her return should be a 
cause for rejoicing, but the news 
throws her family into turmoil and 
sends shockwaves through the tight- 


knit German community. 

As with the original series, we move 
between the present day and the 
original investigation. Even knowing 
that Alice will be found shouldn’t make 
the series less tense, especially as it 
seems that she may hold vital clues to 
the whereabouts of a second missing 
girl, Sophie Giroux, whose 2003 
disappearance was investigated by 
Baptiste. As the detective heads to 
Iraq, following a lead that he believes 
is key to finding the girls’ abductor, the 
Webster family has to deal with what 
happens when the child you’ve spent 
years longing to be reunited with 
actually comes back. 

Executive producer Willow Grylls 
promises we’ll be hooked: “I am so 
proud to have such a high calibre of 
cast attached to this project and, with 
the genius of Harry and Jack Williams’ 
scripts, I know the audience will be 
gripped to this series just as much as 
they were to the first. And the beloved 
Julien Baptiste is back! 

‘The Missing series two will be just 
as thrilling, heart-wrenching and 
character driven as you’d hope it to 
be.”

Troubadours and Minstrels entertain, 
singing and playing traditional songs in 
authentic dress. Stalls selling hand knit¬ 
ted clothing and amber - known as Baltic 
gold- are sold at keen prices. Lunch of pork, 
cooked Estonian style, is a culinary delight. 

The next morning, we arrived at St Pe¬ 
tersburg, Russia. Two names are synony¬ 
mous with this extraordinary city, rulers 
Peter and Catherine the Great, whose in¬ 
fluence dominated Imperial Russia and still 
evident today. We made the most of our 
first day, with tours of Peterhof Palace and 


the Hermitage, which houses more than 2.8 
million works of art. Lunch in a typical Rus¬ 
sian restaurant started with vodka tasting. 

In the evening, we were taken to the 
Nickolaevsky Palace, featuring a tradi¬ 
tional folk show, entertained by musicians, 
singers and dancers, each routine reflecting 
different regions of Russia. During the in¬ 
terval, Russian Champagne, vodka, caviar 
and canapes were served generously. The 
show ended with a rousing Cossack theme. 

Highlights 

The city’s highlights tour captures the 
most significant sights of St Petersburg. 
By now, we were only half way through our 
cruise. 

Riga, regarded as the ‘Pearl of Latvia’, 
is characterised by three distinct faces, 
from 14th century medieval roots, quality 
Art Nouveau buildings and 19th century 


wooden architecture. We visited the Dome 
Cathedral, while meandering round the 
quaint old town, you become enthralled in 
its history. Sailing to Denmark, we had un¬ 
expected sight of a pod of dolphins appear¬ 
ing either side of the ship. 

Balmoral berthed a short walk from 
Copenhagen’s iconic attraction, the Little 
Mermaid; despite three serious injuries, she 
sits serenely on her bed of rocks. 

After taking in Copenhagen’s highlights, 
we arrived at the old charming fishing 
village of Dragor. We strolled the narrow 
streets of yellow cottages with thatched 
roofs, gardens ablaze with Hollyhocks, end¬ 
ing with Danish pastry and coffee served at 
an old inn. 

Our final night in Balmoral’s theatre 
featured all the artists and dancers in a 
spectacular show that left us clamouring 
for more.

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SX4 S-Cross so very good

The facelifted Suzuki SX4 S-Cross 
arrives in showrooms this month 
equipped with the company’s 
amazing Boosterjet petrol engine 
and ready to take on the small SUV 
sector. 

“Amazing” is the only word to describe an 
engine unit offering nine per cent more torque 
than the outgoing 1.6litre petrol, with 11 per 
cent lower C02 emissions and 10 per cent im¬ 
proved fuel consumption. 

Crazy figures I know - but real. Doubters 
have been mocking my raving monologues all 
week after returning from the vehicle’s launch 
totally gobsmacked by the performance of the 
Boosterjet unit under the bonnet of the com¬ 
pletely new SX4 S-Cross. 

Available with 1.0 litre or 1.4 litre Booster¬ 
jet petrol engines and a 1.6 litre DDiS version, 
which emits just 106g/km of C02 and offers 
fuel consumption of 68.8mpg on the combined 
cycle, you can see just why Suzuki bosses are 
particularly upbeat at the moment. 

Suzuki originally created the S-Cross by 
combining its compact car knowledge with 
technologies honed for sport utility vehicles. 
As a result of focusing on giving the S-Cross 
distinctive crossover styling, class leading 
space for passengers and luggage, 4WD per¬ 
formance and one of the lowest C02 emis¬ 
sions in the segment, it achieves a solid com¬ 
bination of styling, utility, safety, performance 
and fuel economy. 

The company is targeting just 5,000 sales 
in the UK in the next 12 months and expects 
the fleet market to take note of the outstanding 
economy figures taking 50 per cent of those 
sales. And with prices from £14,999 to £22,849 
those sales could well come from buyers who 


would normally choose the more expensive 
Vauxhall Astra. 

The S-Cross first went on sale in October 
2013 and now, three years later, the major 
facelifted model is introduced with more dis¬ 
tinctive and upright front end styling offering a 
stronger and bolder road presence. 

Ground clearance is now slightly higher at 
180mm versus 165mm and new design head¬ 
lamps help provide both higher efficiency and 
a sharper look. At the rear, newly designed 
LED rear combination lamps are used to pro¬ 
vide a cleaner and more contemporary style. 

The distinctive new interior design utilises 
an updated soft-touch dashboard pad, fram¬ 
ing highlights for the centre panel and newly 
designed seat fabric for SZ4 and SZ-T models. 

Spacious 

S-Cross claims ample room for five occu¬ 
pants and while the back is spacious enough 
you really wouldn’t want to travel as one of 
three. A double sliding panoramic glass sun¬ 
roof is fitted as standard on the SZ5 model with 
one of the largest opening areas in its category 
at 560mm. 

All SZ4 models are equipped as standard 
with seven airbags, ESR Bluetooth, DAB dig¬ 
ital radio, air conditioning, Daytime Running 
Lights (DRL), 16-inch alloy wheels, cruise con¬ 
trol with speed limiter, air conditioning, heated 
door mirrors, black protective skid plates and 
black wheel arch extensions. 

SZ-T adds LED Projector Headlamps, satel¬ 
lite navigation, polished 17-inch alloy wheels, 
rear parking camera, front and rear parking 
proximity sensors, Dual Zone automatic air 
conditioning, front fog lamps, rear priva¬ 
cy glass, silver roof rails and silver rear skid 
plates. 

Suzuki introduced the SZ-T model specifi¬ 
cally with fleet buyers in mind, although it is 
available to retail customers as well. 


Equipment for the top of the range SZ5 
model includes Radar Brake Support (RBS), 
leather seat upholstery, heated front seats, 
double sliding panoramic sunroof and alumin¬ 
ium roof rails. 

A range of six exterior colours are available 
for the UK market; Superior White is available 
as a solid colour with Silky Silver Metallic, Min¬ 
eral Grey Metallic, Cosmic Black Pearl Metallic, 
Sphere Blue Pearl Metallic and Energetic Red 
Pearl Metallic available as a £430 option. 

C02 emissions are competitive across the 
range at just 113g/km for the 1.0-litre 2WD 
model and 119g/km with optional automatic 
transmission. The DDiS 2WD model achieves 


even lower C02 emissions of 106g/km that re¬ 
sult in an annual VED charge of just £20 - an¬ 
other reason why fleet buyers will be attracted. 

Suzuki’s ALLGRIP system is available on 
SZ-T and SZ5 models with four driver-selecta¬ 
ble modes. 

It debuted in the S-Cross model at first 
launch and has proved very successful in both 
this model and Vitara. 

Pick of the range for me has to be the 1.0 
litre Boosterjet SZ-T which hits the road at 
£19,499 and has a top speed of 112mph, 
does 0-62mph in 11 seconds and produces 
56.4mpg on the combined cycle while produc¬ 
ing only 113g/km of emissions. That means 


no road tax in the first year and just £30 after¬ 
wards. The model is well equipped with ABS, 
EBD, Brake Assist, ESP and hill-hold control. 
Driver and passenger safety is dealt with by 
seven airbags, side impact protection beams, 
an immobiliser and deadlocks. 

The 1.4-litre engine offers strong benefits in 
performance too with a 0-62mph acceleration 
time of 10.2 seconds for both manual and au¬ 
tomatic transmissions and a maximum speed 
(where permitted) of 124mph. 

I’ve long been a fan of Ford’s 1.0 litre engine 
but the three-cylinder Boosterjet might just 
have the edge. This is a Suzuki that you just 
have to drive to understand just how good it is.

Dedicated ex-boss made 
life better for patients 


MEL EVES has led the tributes to ‘one of 
the greats’ Graham Hawkins, who died 
last week at the age of 70. 

Hawkins won promotion with Wolves both 
as a player and a manager, graduating through 
the club from a boyhood fan to boss the team he 
once watched from the terraces. 

And Eves described Hawkins - who raised money 
for fellow cancer patients at Shrewsbury’s Royal Hos¬ 
pital after being diagnosed with non-Hodgkin Lym¬ 
phoma in 2009 - as £ a pleasure to be around’. 

After being relegated from Division One at the end 
of the 1981/82 season, Hawkins was the man tasked 
with getting Wolves straight back to the promised 
land. 

Hawkins, who helped the team gain promotion to 
the top flight as player in 1967, arrived from Shrews¬ 
bury, where he served as an assistant to Graham 
Turner, to take the reins at Molineux - and succeeded 
immediately. 

Moulded 

Wolves finished second - 10 points behind Queens 
Park Rangers - to go back up at the first time of ask¬ 
ing, with the likes of Eves, Andy Gray and Kenny 
Hibbitt starring. 

“It is a really sad loss,” said Eves. “He moulded a 
great team. There was a really good mix of senior pros 
and young lads in the side. 

“He did a really good job with players such as Andy 
Gray, Kenny Hibbitt, myself, John Humphrey, Dale 
Rudge, Ian Cartwright, Bobby Coy. 

“We did really well to get promoted and there was 
a really great team spirit there among the players. 

“I finished top scorer that season and he had the 
faith to put me up front alongside Andy Gray. 

“It was just unfortunate in the following season he

was left out to dry,” Eves added. “We probably needed 
three or four more players so that was disappointing 
for everybody.” 

Wolves struggled in the following season, back in 
the top flight, and Hawkins was sacked in April 1984 
with the club heading for the first of three successive 
relegations. 

It was a dark period for the club which almost re¬ 
sulted in extinction. 

After management, Hawkins worked for the Foot¬ 
ball League as head of youth development, helping 
hundreds of young footballers make the grade as pro¬ 
fessionals. 

“When Graham was in his role with the Football 
League, he always conducted himself impeccably - he 
was very professional,” Eves said. 

“He was really easy to get on with and a pleasure 
to be around. 

“I think the last time I saw him as at the London 
Wolves 50th anniversary, which was not long ago. I 
knew he had been struggling for a while but he man¬ 
aged to do an awful lot of fundraising.” 

Laurie Dalrymple, managing director of Wolves, 
said: “Graham made a huge contribution not only to 


Wolves but to football in general during his career. He 
was widely respected and well-liked, both inside and 
outside of football. It was typical of the man that he 
spent his final years raising money for fellow cancer 
sufferers at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital.” 

Hawkins is survived by wife Jane, sons Ian and 
Richard and grandchildren Lauren, Amy, Holly and 
Louisa. 

Royal Shrewsbury Hospital staff described 
Hawkins’ fundraising efforts as ‘magnificent’. 

Dr Sheena Khanduri, clinical lead for cancer ser¬ 
vices at The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “The trust has lost a great friend and 
supporter. 

“Graham’s magnificent fundraising efforts really 
helped to improve the experience of our patients. 

“His fundraising efforts included donating iPads 
which offered a distraction and something else for 
patients to think about whilst they receive their 
treatment in our Haematology Day Centre and the 
Chemotherapy Day Centre at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

Legendary 

“On behalf of the trust I would like to pass on my 
condolences to Graham’s family.” 

Mr Hawkins was in the dugout at the Gay Meadow 
in the early 1980s alongside legendary manager Gra¬ 
ham Turner before his move to Molineux. 

Brian Caldwell, chief executive at Shrewsbury 
Town, said: “Graham will be remembered by many 
Shrewsbury Town fans for the work he did alongside 
Graham Turner as his assistant manager. 

“It was a spell where the club played at the highest 
level in English football so far and Graham is remem¬ 
bered fondly by Town fans for being part of that. 

“The thoughts of everyone at the club are with Gra¬ 
ham’s wife, Jane, his sons, Ian and Richard and the 
rest of his family and friends at this sad time.”
